GATESVILLE 

\ probation officer from a small 
West Texas town strolled into the 
office of Dr. Herman Sapier, sup- 
erintendent of the Gatesville State 
Traming School for Boys, and 
asked if he might take some pictures 
around the institution. 

Dr. Sapier showed him a few of his 
buildings, and the probation officer 
said, “I don’t want to see these. I 
want some of the real bad stuff.” 

“You're looking at the worst build- 
ing on the campus,” Dr, Sapier re- 
plied. “What is it you're after?” 

“T guess I had the wrong idea,” said 
the probation officer. “I wanted to 
take some pictures I could use to scare 
those kids back home into keeping out 
ot mischief.” 
incident happened two years 
ago and points up two problems the 
state faces regarding juvemle delin- 
queney.

The second is misinformation about 
the (;atesville school, once known as 
Little Aleatraz. Though the school has 
iniproved a thousandfold in the three 
and a half years Dr. Sapier has been 
at the helm, actual correction of the 
delinquents sent to him is practically 


nil, for reasons which will be dis- 
cussed 
Recently a group of prominent 


Texans met at the Gatesville school to 
study the extent of services Texas of- 
fers its offenders 

What they found ts appalling. 

The group is the Texas Citizens 
Committee of the National Probation 
and Parole Association. It is inter- 
ested in delinquents (not delinquency ) 
amd how to dispose of the delinquent 
once he is hauled into court for break- 
ing Mrs, Murphy’s window. Or for

robbing Mrs. Murphy at the point of 
an eight-inch knife. 

Why he threw the rock or pulled 
the knife is of little concern to this 
group. Primarily they want to make 
sure Johnny gets every opportunity to 
be corrected, to lead a normal, crime* 
free life. 

The committee's parent organization 
is the National Probation and Parole 
Association, or NPPA, a relatively 
unknown organization outside the cor- 
rectional field, despite the fact it has 
been operating 48 vears. 

Non-profit, it is financed by vari- 
ous foundations and is designed to 
help cities, counties, states, or even so- 
cial groups who want to improve their 
treatment of oi fenders 

In Texas, for example, the NPPA 
was the dominant factor in drafting 
the state pardon and parole act nine 
years ago. It drafted a blueprint for 
revamping Wichita Falls’ setup re- 
garding delinquents, helped Dallas de- 
-sign what is perhaps the most com- 
prehensive detention program in the 
South, (a rarity in Texas), helped 
Corpus Christi build a detention home, 
and is in the process of doing the 
same thing in Houston and San An- 
tonio, 


Recently the NPPA convinced the 
Ford Foundation that concentrated et 
fort at the state level can achieve sub 
stantial gains in services for offend 
ers, both adult and juvenile. The Ford 
loundation put up $600,000 and Tex- 
as became the first state to set up a 
citizens committee for the experiment 

The committee held its first bus 
ness meeting at Gatesville recently and 
decided to study completely the juve 
nile phase; then, at a March 29 meet 
ing in Austin to study the adult crim 
inal phase. They will select their goals 
and in five years try to reach them 


Dvurinc its two-day meet 
ing at Cratesville the committee learned 
these startling facts about present se: 
vices in Texas: 

1. Only 24 cities in Texas have Jurve- 
nile divisions of their police depart 
ments. 

Z: Only 38 of the 254 Texas count- 
tes have probation departments 

3. Only seven of our Texas counties 
have detention homes for wayward 
youths who aren't in serious enough 
trouble to be sent to 
who otherwise would return to a 
broken home or no home at all 

4 Only two counties have domeste 
relations courts. 

5. Only 23 counties have child we! 
fare units (who help to some extent

Pappy O’Daniel Shakes ’Em Up Again 


AUSTIN 

While Price Daniel was counting 
letters and Ralph Yarborough was 
in \Vashington for his son’s wed- 
ding, Pappy O’ Daniel went to a Fort 
Worth radio station and announced 
he will run for governor again. 

The state political situation, which 
had been solidifying, shattered and re- 
formed. 

©'Daniel said his platform will be 
the Ten Commandments, his motto 
the Golden Rule, as before. “The 
fight for clean government in Austin 
is on--no holds barred.” 

He said “an avalanche” of mail per- 
suaded him to run after he asked his 
friends to advise him on the same sta- 
tion, WBAP, on March 10. 

Yarborough commented : 

“The O’Daniel boys—Pappy and 
Price--are great showmen, but the 
people of Texas want a restoration of 
honor and integrity in their govern- 
ment.” 

Daniel reemphasized that his candi- 
dacy “will not depend on the action of 
any other person.” His office’s latest 
count on messages urging him to run 
Ways 17,000. 

The principal effect of O’Daniel’s 
candidacy is expected to be a further 
splintering of conservative voters al- 
ready divided among prospective can- 
didate Daniel and announced eandi- 
dates Reuben Senterfltt and J. Evetts 
Haley. O’Daniel, with his hillbilly 
band and his cornbread pitch, also ap- 
peals to hillbilly region voters who 
usually support loyal Democrats. 


Conservatives Re-Splinter; 
He Is Still Unweighable 


Yarborough, who said in Washing- 
ton this week that he has been urged 
to run by more than 20,000 persons in 
the last nine months, is expected to 
announce fairly soon, There has been 
talk he may take the step before Dan- 
iel’s scheduled revelation of plans on 
March 26. 

James P. Hart is still watching the 
field and might interpret O’Daniel’s 
candidacy as an assist to him against 
Daniel. Hart would count on loyalist 
and liberal support combined with 
some. conservative votes. 

At the same time, O’Daniel, at 66, 
is still one of those unweighable polit- 
ical quantities. 

He was a radio flour salesman for 
ten years before he used the program 
to launch his gubernatorial campaign. 
He beat Railroad Commissioner Ern- 
est O, Thompson, Atty. Gen. Bill Mc- 
Craw, Tom Hunter and nine other op- 
ponents without a runoff in 1938 with 
573,166 of 1,114,885 votes. 

In 1940 he defeated former Gov. 
Ma lerguson, Highway Commission- 
er Harry Hines, and Thompson—a- 
gain without a runoff—with 645,646 
of 1,189,290 votes. 

Then, however, O’Daniel started 
openly baiting the New Deal, and he 
appointed several anti-Roosevelt Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans to state offices. 

U. S. Senator Morris Sheppard 
died in April, 1941, and Congressmen 
Lyndon Johnson and Martin Dies en- 


tered the race against O’Daniel along 
with former Atty. Gen. Gerald Mann 

O'Daniel won, 179,590 to 174,179 
over Johnson, with Mann third with 
140,807 votes and Dies fourth 
80,653, 

On the floor of the U. S 
O'Daniel kept up his drum 
against “professional politicians” and 
“labor-leader_ racketeers.”” He yoted 
against extension of the Selective Ser 
vice Act and took conservative stands 
on issues.

Standing for regular election in 19 
42, O’ Daniel was forced into a runof 
against Gov. James Allred and barely 
won—451,359 to 433,203. He retired 
from public life in 194%. 

In 1950 he hinted over radio he 
might run for governor but wound up 
announcing the formation of a life 
insurance company. 

This week he was defending that 
and other companies he controls 
against reports they do not at present 
have enough business to continue op 
erating unless there is some increasé 
within six months or so. He said thi 
was a mud-slinging charge and said 
his companies are solvent. 

When he made his angouncement 
Monday there was band music in the 
background. The tune was 
Hour of Prayer.” He promised a 
statewide campaign tour so he could 
come “face to face with every man, 
woman, boy and girl in Texas.” 

It was an hour of prayer, indeed, 
for Texas gubernatorial hopefuls, but 
not necessarily sweet.

In his overwhelmingly successful 
campaign of 1954 ... Jim did an ex- 
tremely unusual if not unique thing in 
discussing campaign finances frankly 
and openly with the general electorate 
by television. He ... pledged that he 
would decline to accept “big” dona- 
tions from any firm or individual and 
candidly invited modest financial par- 
ticipation by the rank and_ file 
Having made the pledge, he stuck 
with it.

Almost a thousand different 
people voluntarily contributed, for a 
total of approximately $8,000. These 
were the average people.

I happen to know that Jim declined 
at least two rather sizeable contribu- 
tions.

Hart further insisted that interposi- 
tion “is being used as a method to 
gain or keep political advantage by 
stirring up racial prejudice, creating 
tensions among our people, and arous- 
ing hatred and bitterness which will 
take years to remove.” 

“I believe in preserving and defend- 
ing the concept of equaltty before the 
law for all people,” Hart said. “1 be- 
lieve in respecting and obeying the de- 
cisions of our highest court.”

Ethical Talk 


A code of ethics suggested by Atty. 
Gen. John Ben Shepperd has been en- 
dorsed by the Veterans’ Land Board, 
the School Land Board, and a number 
of others. 

The code, made public by Senator 
Wardlow Lane of Center and en- 
dorsed by him with a few minor ex- 
ceptions, recommended public officials 
and state workers accept no fees, gifts, 
or favors from those with whom they 
might have state business, have no 
connections with business in conflict 
with their official duties, and take no 
employment later with a business for- 
merly supervised by or connected with 
the agency they work for. 

There would be no sales of goods 
or services to the state without full 
disclosure of any ownership or inter- 
est of state officials or employees. 

Shepperd recommends legislators 
get annual salaries substantially in- 
creased, with more money for secre- 
tarial work. He recommends for legis- 
lators: no employment, gifts, favors, 
or services for appearing before state 
boards or for an action taken on legis- 
lation; disclosure of any private or 
personal interest in legislation; no ac- 
ceptance of case work to cause a delay

The committee reported its Galves- 
investigation had uncovered a “sen- 
timent or belief that Galveston is one 
of the few remaining American cities 
Phere the citizens actually believe in 
the principles of personal liberty 
which our nation merely pretends to 
believe in.

The Texas insurance situation con-

Removal of the largest writer of 
credit insurance from the scene sets 
an explosive stage for the statewide 
hearing April 2 on rates for the insur- 
ance that has been called ‘a usurious 
subterfuge” by Secretary of State 
Tom Reavley. 


Last week lower automobile insur- 
ance rates were recommended by the 
Insurance Commission’s casualty divi- 
sion actuary. Angus McDonald. A 
statewide rate reduction of eight per-

The dissolution of Home Life and 
Accident and a_ subsidiary, Home 
Thrift and Finance Corp., followed 
stories in The Texas Observer dis- 
cussing its business operation, Be- 
tween 1951 and 1954, the company re- 
turned 89 percent of the insurance 
premiums it received to money-lender 
agents and paid all claims with 5 per- 
cent. 

The Insurance Commission—after 
receiving an examination report from 
examiner Tom Robinson—held that 
the condition of the company was such 
as to render its continued operation 
“hazardous to its present policyholders 
and creditors.”

P. W. Pitzer, Jr., of Breckenridge, 
who is president of West Texas Cen- 
tral Texas Oil & Gas Assn., said that 
many wells in his area are “restricted” 
to 65 to 70 percent of their allowables 
for lack of a market outlet. That is, 
they cannot sell what they are legally 
permitted to produce.

As Ralph Yarborough left for a 
vacation he said he hopes the results
